Estimate Shows 
Slight Increase 


A tentative budget of $855, 


397 for the 1952-53 schoo 
year will be considered by th 
Dixon board of education-at a 
public hearing of the budge 
at 7 p. m. Wednesday in th< 
high school. 


The budget, prepared by Supt 


H. A. Lancaster, is approximately 
$50,000 greater than the budge 
approved by the school board las 
year. 


Broken into its three' major 


parts, this year's tentative budge1 
shows estimated expenses of $695, 
082 in the'educational fund; $49,179 
anticipated in the building fund 
and $111,136 for bonds and interest 


The biggest jump over last year 


comes in the educational 
fund 


which was $585,420 last year. The 
increase amounts to nearly $110,- 
000. 


Up $2,500 


Nearly $2,500 more is proposed 


over last year in the building fund. 


Bonds and interest expenses have 


been reduced over last year by 
about $62,500. The figure was 
greater last year because interest 
payment for the first year on the 
new Washington and Jefferson 
schools included more than one 
year. 


The same two new schools are 


responsible for the biggest hike in 
the tentative budget. Equipment 
for those schools is estimated to 
cost $90,000. 


Other increases include teachers 


salaries, $435,175, up $14,000; high 
school agriculture and veterans' ag 
training, $9,000, up $3,500, and book 
rental, $4,400, up $1.300. 


Show Balance 


June 30 of this year the district 


had a balance on hand of $212,606 
in the educational fund and $164,- 
625 in the building fund. 


Balances on hand of $232,061 in 


the educational fund and $157,187 
in the building fund are anticipated 
for next June 30. 


The district has 19 sources of in- 


come, largest of which are the 
distributive. fund and levies. Re- 
ceipts for 1952-53 are estimated to 
amount to $698.079 for educational 
purposes and $49,500 in the building 
fund. 


The distributive fund, or state 


aid, will provide $87,671. The 
amount is up about $48,000 as a re- 
sult of more pupils this year and a 
decrease in the assessed evalua- 
tion. 


Anticipated tax levies total $380,- 


000 for educational purposes and 
$49,000 in the building fund, plus 
the $111,136 for bonds and interest. 


The levies are based on an antic- 


ipated assessed evaluation of $39,- 
213,565.

Texas Polio 
Cases Blamed 
On Raw Milk 


FREDERICKSBURGH. Tex.—<JB 


—Polio virus in raw milk caused 
six children in the Paul Pehl fam- 
ily to be stricken with the disease, 
State Health Officer George W. 
Cox said Sunday. 


Dr. Cox and other health officials 


made a day-long inspection of the 
Pehl farm _ near here to find out 
why this great number of persons 
in one family had been infected 
with polio. 


"The polio infection was undoubt- 


edly carried in raw milk," Dr. Cox 
said. "The polio virus entered the 
milk during the milk process." 


Six of the Pehl children are in 


a San Antonio hospital with the dis- 
ease. The only child not afflicted 
is a 13-year-old daughter. 


Dr. Cox said that one of the Pehl 


boys apparently got the virus from 
a close friend who was stricken 
with polio before the Pehls. He 
said the Pehls milked their own 
cows and the chore passed from 
one child to the other. 


Evidently the Pehl boy passed 


the virus to others in his family 
when, in milking the cows, he con- 
taminated the raw milk. 


Had the milk been pasteurized, 


Dr. Cox said, the family probably 
would not have been stricken.

Navy and -Air Forces were sending 
scores of officers to colleges and 
universities to study law," John- 
ston said, adding: 


"At the same time there were

bling up or staggering of hours by many thousands of young 
American students. To solve the problem«a decade hence 
will be of no advantage to these youngsters. Their opportu- 
nity for decent educational attention in the formative years 
is now—and only now.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Useful Iodides Used in Excess Can Be Harmful 
By Making Chronic Infections Become Active

By a seeming coincidence, three 


letters were received the same 
days 
from 
correspondents who 


wished to know what harmful 
effects could result from taking 
too much iodine. 


As the questions imply, taking 


iodine like water is not entirely 
safe procedure. Continuation of the 
taking of substances containing 
iodine beyond a certain point (one 
which varies from person to per- 
son) results in a condition known 
as iodism. 


lodism may produce skin rashes, 


excessive mucous secretion in the 
nose and throat, headaches. In- 
flammation of the eyes, and other 
unpleasant nlgni. On the skin, 
pimples, hives and boils are likely 
to develop. 


If the iodine preparation is still 


continued after such symptoms de 
velop, it may lead to anemia, 
mental 
depression, 
nervousness, 


•leeplenness, and similar general 


Perhaps even more important is 


he danger that excessive taking of 
odides will light up, or cause to 
iccome 
active, 
a 
deep-seated 


tuberculosis or other chronic in- 
fection which may be otherwise 
under control. 


It ia certainly not fair, however, 


.o say that iodine can lead only to 
larmful effects, since it is useful in 
he treatment of a number of con- 
trol of goiter. 


Today, there are not nearly as 


many people with enlargement of 
:he neck from goiter as there used 
to be simply because of the wide- 
spread use of iodized salt. 


One might wonder why this has 


not caused more cases of iodism, 
but the reason lies in the fact that 
the amount of Iodine present In 
salt is so exceedingly small. 


The use of Iodized salt for the 


prevention of goiter goes back 
many years to studies carried out 
in Michigan, where It was found 
that school children in counties in 
which iodia* waa practically »b- 


sent from the drinking water show- 
ed an unusually high proportion 
of goiter. 
' 


IODIZED SALT IS SAFE 


In one of these counties (Hough- 


ton), 
in fact, over 
three-fifths 


of the children showed .thyroid en- 
largement. This was contrasted 
with another ot the four counties 
studied in which only about one 
fourth of the youngsters wer« af- 
fected with enlargement of the 
thyroid gland (goiter), and this 
was the area in which the water 
had the largest amount of iodine. 


In spite of remarks at the begin 


nlng of this column of the danger 
of too much Iodine, the fear that 
iodized salt, or even natural salt 
containing iodine, might' be harm* 
ful is not Justified. 


This question has been thor 


oughly studied find evidence of 
harm to the body has not been 
found. In iodine and its salts we 
have another example of a highly 
valuable substance, but on« which 
•bouia b« treated witb raptd.

Jelly-Making Suggestions 


It is' rather simple for the home- 


maker to make simple tests to de- 
termine whether a fruit juice con- 
tains" enough pectin to make jelly. 
Use the extracted juice from fruits 
(made by cooking the fruit m var- 
ious proportions). Mix 2 teaspoons 
of sugar, 1 tablespoon Epsom 
salts, and 2 tablespoons of cooked 
fruit juice. Stir this mixture well 
and let stand 20 minute's. If the 
mixture forms into a 
semi-solid 


mass, the juice contains sufficient 
pectin. Thus, no commercial pec- 
tin is needed.

giving new aid in the study of cer 
tain human diseases and abnorm 
alities.

opening of a three-day meeting o: 
the American Institute of Biologl 
cal Sciences (AIBS) on the campus 
of Cornell university, one of the 
nation's centers of biological re 
search. 


% "Instead of hopping like a nor- 
mal rabbit, these rabbits have 
shortness of the upper limbs and. a 
poor development of the hip and 
shoulder joints which results in a 
peculiar undulating wavy type of 
locomotion resembling that of the 
daschshund dog," the biologists 
were told by researchers P. B. 
Sawin and D. D. Crary of the Jack- 
son Memorial 
Laboratory, 
Bar 


Harbor, Me. 


Explaining that the rabbits ac- 


quired their daschshund-like super- 
structures as a result of a "muta- 
tion" or change in certain heredity 
cells which normally make for run- 
of-the-meadow rabbits, the scien- 
tists said this: 


Because of their 
abnormality, 


the rabbits have been added to a 
menagerie of other animal "mu- 
tants" being studied at the Bat- 
Harbor Laboratory in the quest for 
new understanding of such human 
abnormalities as epilepsy; 
loco- 


motor ataxia, a nerve condition 
marked by disorders in gait; and 
deficiencies of the pituitary and 
thyroid glands. 


The researchers said the elon- 


gated rabbits of the no-hope tend- 
ency showed up as variants of a 
strain of New Zealand white rab- 
bits domiciled in California. 


The unorthodox characteristics 


were classified as "recessive" — 


that is, the peculiar rabbits don')-, 
show up in every generation.

pressed in abnormal development 
of cartilage in various parts of the. 
body — and some bunnies ever' 
have a deformed skull.

"I really fooled that guy," ' 


Dresscn exulted. "He (Durocher) 
thought all along I was going to 
pitch righthander Joe I^andrum 
and he started three lefthanded 
hitters against us.

The tavern since has burned 


down. Pennington is related to the 
Sheltons by marriage of kinsmen, 
Guy Pennington and Lulu Belle 
Shelton. Three of her brothers, 
Carl, Bernie and Roy, have been 
ambushed and slain since 1947.

Instalment Selling at New Record High; 
Retailers Happy But Banks Are Worried 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK — UP) — The debt 


Americans owe on the things they 
are buying on time is at a record 
high and approaching 15 billion 
dollars, the Federal Reserve Board 
reports. 


Instalment c r e d i t jumped 464 


million dollars in May after the 
board removed curbs on it. June 
saw another jump of 558 million 
dollars, and July added 327 mil. 
lion. Americans now owe nearly 
two billion dollars more for their 
on-the-cuff purchases than they 
did a year ago. 


Delight* Retailers 


The recent sharp increase in 


time buying shows up in other 
ways than in federal reserve sta- 
tistics. It accounts for some of the 
improvement in retail sales ot 
furniture, appliances, and autos— 
to the delight of the retailers in- 
volved. 


And the better retail sales vol- 


ume is now working back to the 
manufacturers of furniture and ap- 
pliances, who are more optimistic 


now and predicting better days] 
ahead. 


But the growth of instalment 


credit worries some in the busi- 
ness world who think 15 billion 
dollars is a lot of debt for Ameri- 
can consumers tp he shouldering. 
The monthly payments drain pock- 
etbooks of cash for current pur- 
chases. And instalment debt 
would become an acute problem 
if times turned bad and workers 
were laid off, and thus be unable 
to keep up payments. 


% 
Only Way 


Instalment credit firms, how- 


ever, stress the argument that 
such credit is the1 only way to pro- 
vide a 'market for the mass pro- 
duction of American goods. 


The argument is based on hu- 


man nature. Many people wouldn't 
save the money needed to pay 
cash and therefore wouldn't buy the 
goods. But when they have to meet 
a monthly payment or give up the 
car or gadget they crave, people 
will have the purchase price over 
the period the payments run. 


The Northern .Trust Company of 


Chicago points out in its Septem- 
ber business comment that the 
need to keep up payments may 
actually make people work hard- 
er. Time-buying also "channels 
spending into the article where 
mass production is so essential for 
lower prices." 


The 15 billion dollar total of in- 


italment debt is actually "below 
normal", when total national in.

cording to the American Finance 
Conference, a national association 
of

sales credit companies. 


Ratio Lower 


While the amount of money owed 


is much higher now than before 
World War H. the AFC says that 
the ratio of instalment credit to 
national income is lower than that 
in 1939 through 1941. 


The Chicago bank says that six 


'per cent of the national income 
now goes for monthly payments. 
The ratio in 1941 was seven per 
cent.
